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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants request for reconsideration filed on 
02/05/2007 is acknowledged, but is not persuasive. Applicant argues on page 6 that "neither Barkan nor Tunnicliffe, either alone or in 
combination, discloses or suggest at least, "wherein said processing means are arranged to as to adapt at least some of the proposals to 
modify the services and/or resources of said network according to tertiary data," as recited in claim 1 . Tertiary data are, for example, data 
resulting from marketing studies". However, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "data resulting from marketing studies") are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Moreover, the examiner interprets "tertiary data" as 
external data, and the cited portion of Barkan (see "promised level for a customer or a group of customers" (Column 5, lines 32-33) 
broadly teaches "tertiary data".

(i.e., "an exemplary advantage is that management data can be processed for a communication network according to "business impact" or
